dead has not been believed by ſome, but has been

This doctrine is of pure revelation, what the mere 
light of nature never taught men, and by which they 


being only guided, Have declated againſt. It has 
been denied, as Tertullian o obſerves, by every ſect 


of the philoſophers. That the body was mortal, all 
agreed; tad the ſoul was immortal, ſome:of them 


 afſerted, though they had but dark and. confuſed 
== concerning its future te exiſtence ; '

not Chriſtians, who had no hopes of the ſalvation 
of their departed friends and relations, but Pagans, 
who had neither faith nor hope in the reſurrection 
of the dead, and a future ſtate, and therefore had 
not that to ſypport them under the loſs of relations 
as Chriſtians had; wherefore the apoſtle adds, for 
of we believe that Jeſus died and roſe again, even ſa 
them 17 "which Jeep in Jeſus will God bring with 
bim. Much after the fame manner the Ephe/tans, 
awhilft they were in their heatheniſh and unconverted 
eſtate are deſcribed by the ſame apoſtle *; ar that 
time, ſays he, ye were without Chriſt ;, that is, with- 
out any knowledge, promiſe, or expectation of the 
Meſſiah; being aliens Fin the commonwealth of Ifrael, 
and ſtrangers to the covenants of promiſe ; i.e. ye 
were not ſo much as proſelytes to the Jewiſh: reli- 
gion, nor members of the Jewiſh church, and were 
entirely deſtitute of divine revelation ; having no 
bope in the reſurrection and future fate, and ſo lived 
without God in the world, or as "Ave, Atheiſts, in 
it. And we may be the more induced to believe 
this to be, at leaſt, part of the apoſtle's ſenſe in 
theſe paſſages; ſince he, in his defence before Felix 
and Agrippa, repreſents the doctrine. of the reſurrec- 
tion as the object of hope, as in A#s xxiv. 15. And 
have hope towards God, which they themſelves alſa 
allow, that there. ſhall be a reſurrettion of the dead, 
both of the juſt and unjuſt.

poiſon. And ſo, my friends, according to this no- 
tion, we are all to meet together again in this place, 
in the ſame poſition and ſituation, you to hear, and 
1 co preach ; my ſubject is to be the doctrine of the 
_ reſurreftion, and I am to give — 2055 of the 
notions of the Heathens Sith ref to it, as 1 
now do. But this notion ſeems rather expreſſive of 
a regeneration, or a new birth, or a = more of 
men and things, than a reſurrection of them: and, 
I muſt confeſs, I cannot ſee what likeneſs there is 
between this, or any other of the above-mentioned 
notions, and the Chriſtian doctrine of the refurrec- 
tion from the dead. The paſſages cited out of 
Heathen authors, to ſhew their knowledge of this 
doctrine, are ſuch as the Greek verſes of Phocylides e; 
in which he expreſſes his hopes, that in a very ſhort 


time the reliques of the deceaſed ſhould come forth 


out of the earth into light. But this poem is 
thought by learned men not to be the work of the 

Heathen Phocylides, but either of ſome * anony- 

mous Chriſtian, or of ſome ancient Jewiſh writer .

the appearing of Chriſt? to jud oy world; when 
are alive ſhall indeed be changed from a 
ſtate of mortality to a ſtate of e but 
cannot be ſaid to riſe from the dead, becauſe f 
die not. But then all the dead ſhall be raiſed, all 
chat are in their graves ſhall come forth, whether 
theſe graves be in the earth or ſea, and whether 
the perſons be ri hteous or wicked. This was the 
generally receiv —y of the Jews of old; but 
ſince, many of their greateſt maſters have departed 
om it, who not only exclude the Gentiles in ge- 
neral, but all wicked: and ungodly perſons'what- 
ever, from having any part in the reſurrection.

Phe 
apoſtle Paul * gives a full teſtimony to this truth, 
when he affirms, that there ſhall be a ee of 
the dead, both of 'the juſt and unjuſ. 
A2gdly, This doctrine may be evinced ge hy 
Jufties of God, which requires, that they who have 


| finhed in the body, ſhould be alſo puniſhed in the 


body. The body is the ſeat of fin, as well as the 


foul, nor is any part free from it: If the tongue, 


which i is but a /ittle member, is a world of iniquity, 
as the apoſtle Fames * ſays it is, what a world of 
iniquity muſt be in the whole body? And, indeed, 
there are but few ſins but what are committed by 
the body. It may be conſidered not only as acceſ- 
ſary to lin, but as a partner with the ſoul in ſin- 
ning, and as an inſtrument by which it is committed, 


and in either reſpect is deſerving of puniſhment. 


Now it is certain, that in this life the wicked do not 


receive in their bodies the full reward of puniſhment, 


fince they have not greater afflictions than the righ- 
teous; nay, it is obſerved” of them, that they are 
not in Irouble, as other men, neither" are they plagued 
as other men; wherefore it ſeems neceſſary from 
the juſtice of 'God, that the bodies of the wicked 
ſhould be raiſed, that they, with their ſouls, n

zaly, That the wicked ſhall riſe from 'the dead, 
"may be concluded from the general judgment; when 
- the dead, ſmall and great, ſhall fland before God, and 
be juaged according to their: works ; when whoſoever |

no other than the wicked-: and if all men muſt ap- 
pear before the gudgment-ſeat of Cbriſt, that every 
one may receive the things done in his body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or badi; 
then muſt the wicked appear, that they may re- 
ceive according to the bad things which they have 
done in their bodies; in order to which appearance 
before the judgment - ſeat, and to the reception of 
their evil things, en muſt be a reſurrection of 
them from the dead.

Athly, The account hich 3 ſcriptures give of 
. puniſnments and torments of the wicked, and 
the effects thereof, manifeſtly ſuppoſes A. e 
tion of their bodies: How will every eye ſee Chriſt 
when he appears, and all the kindreds of the earth 
wail, becauſe of him? why is the place of torment 
ſignified by a furnace and lake of fire, and by outer 
darkneſs, where will be weeping and gnaſhing of 
teeth? wherefore do the ſcriptures ſpeak. of being 
_ caſt into hell-fire, with two eyes, or two hands, or 
two feet, if there will be no reſurrection of the bo- 
dies of the wicked? If it ſhould be ſaid; that l eſe 
expreſſions are either metaphorical or - proverbial, 
there mult be ſomething literally true, to which they 
refer, and which is the foundation of them: Be- 
ſides our Lord expreſsly exhorts his diſciples to fear

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door to all manner of ſin, and take off all reſtraints 
from wicked perſons, . and embolden them in their 
vicious courſe of life; for what the apoſtle ſays of 
the reſurrection in general may be ſaid of 'this, FF. 
the dead riſe not, let us eat and drink, for to-morrow 
dope die", But from theſe ſeveral hints, it may be 
ſtrongly concluded, that there will be a reſurrection 
of the wicked as well as of the righteous. Indeed 
there will be a difference between the reſurrection 
of the juſt, and the reſurrection of the unjuſt, in 
many reſpects. There will be a difference in the 
time of the one and the other; the dead in Chriſt 
ſhall riſe firſt ; the upright ſhall have the dominion 
| over the wicked in the morning of the reſurrection; 
wherefore bleſſed and holy is he that hath part in the, 
firft reſurretion; on ſuch the ſecond death hath no 
| power *; and as they ſhall not riſe at the ſame time, 
ſo neither altogether by the ſame means; they ſhall, 
indeed, be both raiſed by Chriſt ; for all that are 
in the graves ſhall bear his voice and ſball come forth. 
The ſaints will be raiſed by virtue of their union to . 
| Chriſt, becauſe he lives, they ſhall live alſo ; but the 
wicked will be raiſed merely by the power of Chriſt, 
in order to appear before him, and be judged by 
him, who is Lord of all. Moreover, though the 
bodies of the wicked will be raiſed immortal, and 
in ſuch a ſtate as to continue in perpetual puniſh- 
ment, yet they will not be free from ſin, nor cloath - 
ed with glory; whereas the bodies of the ſaints 
will not only be raiſed immortal and incorruptible, 
but powerful, ſpiritual, and glorious; yea, will be 
| faſhioned like to Chriſt's glorious body. In fine, 
the reſurrection of the righteous and the wicked 
will differ in their end; the righteous will riſe to 
everlaſting life, the wicked to everlaſting ſname and 
contempt. Hence the reſurrection of the one, is 
n F.3*";.

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called the reſurrection of life; and the reſurrection 
of the other, the reſurrection of damnation. But 


now let us attend to the arguments and objections 


advanced againſt the reſurrection of the wicked, 
which are taken partly from ſcripture, and partly 
from reaſon. VVV 
1. From ſome paſſages of ſcripture; and the 
firſt that is objected is, Eſal. i. 5. therefore the un- 
godly ſball not ſtand in the judgment, nor ſinners in 
the congregation of the righteous. From hence ſome 
Fewiſh * writers have concluded, that there will be 
no reſurrection of the wicked, their ſouls periſh- 
ing with their bodies at death, This notion may 
ſeem to be favoured by the verſions of the Septua- 
gint and Vulgate Latin, with ſome. others, wha | 
read the words thus; therefore the ungodly | ſhall nat 
riſe again in judgment. But ſuppoling, and not 
granting that theſe verſions may be agreeable to 
_ ..the js text, it will not follow, from hence, 
that the wicked ſhall not riſe again; for it is not 
ſaid abſolutely, that they ſhall not riſe again, but that 
they ſhall not riſe again in judgment; that is, ſo as 
to appear in the congregation of the righteous at the 
day of judgment; when the righteous and wicked 
will be ſeparated, the one placed at Chriſt's right 
hand, the other at his left; they will not riſe when 
the righteous do; for the dead in Chriſt ſhall riſe 
firſt ; the wicked, though they will riſe again, yet 
not in the firſt reſurrection, or in the reſurrection 
of life, but in the reſurrection of damnation. More- 
over the word here uſed does not intend the reſur-

or open their mouths, to juſtify themſelves, or vine 
dicate their cauſe, and ſo conſequently muſt fall,

Another ſcripture * which may ſeem to counte- 
nance this notion, that the wicked ſhall not- riſe 


from the dead, is, I/ xxvi. 14. They are dead, they 
ſhall not live, they are deceaſed, they ſhall not riſe. 


But theſe words, as I have obſerved in my farmer 


of Iſrael, and are expreſſive of the prophet's com- 
plaint of their preſent ſtate, that they were dead, 


and of his diſtruſt of their future reſurrection; to 


which he has an anſwer. return'd in ver. 19. Thy

 Inanfwer'towhich, let it be obſerved, that the word 
many may be underſtood univerſally of all that fleep 
in the duſt of the earth; in which ſenſe the word 
is uſed in Pſal. xcvii. x. The Lord reigneth, let the 
earth rejoice, let the multitude of the ifles be glad 
thereof. In the Hebrew text it is, let many iſles, 
'1. e. let all the iſles be glad thereof; or it may be 
conſider d in a comparative ſenſe thus: they that 
ſleep in the duſt of the earth, and ſhall awake, are 
many in compariſon of thoſe few, who ſhall be alive 
and remain, when the dead are to be raiſed; for 
there will be ſome, tho' but a few, when compared 
with others, who ſhall not die, but be changed; or 
rather the words may be taken diſtributively after 
this manner: of them that ſleep in the duſt of the 
earth, many ſhall awake to everlaſting life, and many 
to everlaſting ſhame and contempt; which is juſt ſuch 
a diviſion of them, who are to be raiſed from the 
dead, as is given by our Lord, when he ſays v, All 
that are in their graves ſhall hear his voice, and ſhall 
come forth ;, they that have done good, unto the reſur- 
rection of life, and they that have done evil, unto the 
reſurreftion of damnation. Many can never deſign 
a few only, as it muſt, if only the Jraelites, who 
were the feweſt of all people, and the righteous 
among them, are the ſubjects of the reſurrection;

The image of God in man 
chiefly and principally conſiſts in the ſoul ; it is of 
| God's immediate creation; it comes from him, and 
W is the very breath of him“ If we confider its ſeve-

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ing and will, we may well conclude it to be an 
immortal and never- dying ſubſtance. The mind 
or underſtanding not only apprehends and perceives 
things corporeal, temporal, and corruptible, but 
alſo ſuch things as are immaterial, incorporeal, eter- 
nal, and incorruptible; ſuch as angels, yea, God 
himſelf, which it could not do, was it not itſelf an 
immaterial, incorporeal, and immortal ſubſtance. 
It is capable of conſidering an endleſs eternity, tho? 
it is eaſy to obſerve the difference there is in the 
mind or underſtanding of man, with reſpect to that 
eternity, which preceded the creation of the world, 
and that which is to come; when it conſiders the 
former, it is quickly over-whelmed, it flutters and 
hangs its wing, and is obliged to deſcend; but 
when it fixes its thoughts upon the latter, how rea- 
dily does it apprehend how it ſhall proceed without 
end; and with what pleaſure does it roll over mil. 
lions of ages in it? The reaſon of this difference 
as, becauſe it is not from eternity, and has a begin- 
ning, but will continue to eternity, and have no 
end. And, beſides that large ſtock of know ledge 
of various things, which men of the greateſt un- 
derſtandings are furniſned with, there is a natural 
and continued deſire of knowing more, which will 
never be ſatisfied in this life; and this was one of 
the chief arguments Socrates uſed when in priſon, 
to prove to his ſcholars the immortality of the ſdul ; 
for this deſire is not implanted in vain ; the ſoul 
therefore muſt remain after death, when it will ar⸗ 
rive to a more perfect knowledge of things. The 
will has for its object univerſal good, and eſpecially 
God, 5 Who is the chief good, which it deſires to 
enjoy for ever: its actions are free, and cannot be 
forced by any creature; no creature has a power 
over it, to force it or deſtroy it; it acts indepen-

trary to itſelf,, which can be deſtructive of it; it 
zs neither hot nor cold, moiſt or dry, hard or ten- 
der: it is not as an accident in a ſubject, which;

if it has any ſubject on which it depends, it muſt 
be the body ; but it is ſo far from being depen- 
dent on the body, and periſhing with it, that, on 
the contrary, when the Fol departs, the body pe- 
riſhes.

From 
the whole it follows, that if the ſoul dies not, it 
cannot be ſaid to be raiſed from the dead, or be 
the ſubject of the reſurrectioon. OST, 

2dly; The ſoul ſleeps not with the body until the 
reſurrection, and therefore needs no awaking, and 
cannot be ſaid to be raiſed or 'awaked, when the 
body is: The Socinians 7, and ſome of the Ami- 
nians ſay, that the ſoul after death is in a deep 
ſleep, is inſenſible of happineſs or miſery, and de- 
ſtitute of all ſenſe and operation. For the confu- 
tation of which ſleepy notion, let the following 
things be confidered: i!

6. This notion is contrary to many * places of 
' ſcripture, which aſſure us, that the ſoul after death, 
returns to God that gave it, has an houſe not. made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens, into which it is 
received, when diſlodged from the earthly houſe of 
its tabernacle, where it is preſent with the Lord, 
enjoying uninterrupted communion with him, in 
whoſe preſence is fulneſs of joy, and at whoſe right 
hand are pleaſures for evermore.

| cauſe ſleep is the image of death; ſo to ſleep with the 
fathers, 18 to die as they did, and be buried where 
W they were; and to ſeep in the duſt, or in the duſt 
of the earth, or in the grave, is to die, be buried, 
W and lie there ; which can be underſtood of the body 
only, and not of the ſoul. When we read of any 
= who fell aſleep in Jeſus, or that Jeep in Jeſus, the 
meaning is, that they died in the Lord: When 
== Chriſt ſaid, Our friend Lazarus ſleepeth, he meant, 
that he was dead; and when the apoſtle Paul ſays, 
ne ſhall not all fleep, he deſigns nothing elſe than 
that we ſhall not all die, for thoſe who are alive at 
Chriſt's coming will be changed. If this mode of 
expreſſion, and the ſcriptural inſtances of it, prove 
any thing in this controverſy, they prove too much; 
for if they prove that the ſoul ſleeps with the body; 
they prove that the foul dies with it, ſince by ſleep 
is meant no other than death n.

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tt, The body it not annihilated, or teduced to 


nothing by death. This is aſſerted by Socinus v, 
and his followers, but is contrary both to reaſon 
and ſcripture. The body is not made out of no- 
thing, nor will it be reduced to nothing; it eonſiſts 
of the four elements, and will be reſolved into the 
ſame ; and though it may, after death; paſs under 


many changes and alterations, yet the matter and 


ſubſtance will always remain in ſome form, and in 
ſome place or another. Death is a ſeparation or a 
diſunion of ſoul and body, but not an annihilation 


of either; by death the whole compoſitum is diſ- 


ſolved, but neither part of it is reduced to nothing z 
the duſt, or the body, which is of the duſt, fe- 


turns to the earth, as it was, and the ſoul, or ſpi- 


rit, to God, that gave it. Death is ſometimes ex- 


preſſed by returning to the duſt; but to return to 


the duſt, and to be reduced to nothing, are two 


different things, unleſs it can be thought that duſt 
is nothing. It is ſometimes ſignified by ſeeing cor? 
ruption, but corruption is one thing, and annihi- 


lation another; corruption ſuppoſes the thing in 


being, which is corrupted, annihilation takes away 
the being of it; notwithſtanding corruption, the 
matter and ſubſtance, may remain, though the form 
and quality may be alter d, but annihilation leaves 
nothing. Death is ſometimes figuratively expreſſed 


by ſowing ſeed in the earth, and its rotting and 
corrupting there, by pulling down a houſe, and 


— off a tabernacle. Now though the ſeed 
ſown in the earth dies, corrupts, and rots, yet it 
is not reduced to nothing; it neither loſes its being, 
nor its nature, but in due time being quicken'd, 
buds and puts forth its ſeminal virtue; an houſe 
may be pulled down, and a tabernacle unpin'd, and 
the ſeveral parts be ſeparated one from another, and

Adly, It is not a new aerial, celeftial body, or a 
ſpiritual body, as to nature and ſubſtance, which 
all be united to the ſoul at the feſurrection. It is 
allowed that the body will be different from what 
it now is, as to the qualities of it, but not as to its 
ſubſtance ; when the apoſtle compares the body to 
| ſeed ſown in the earth, which is not quicken'd, 
except it die; and fays of it, and that which thou 
_ *foweſh, thou ſoweſt not that body that ſhall be, but 
bare grain , it may chance of wheat, or of ſome other 
grain; but God giveth it a body, as it hath pleafed 
Bim, and to every ſeed bis on body. He does not 
defign a ſubſtantial differente between the body, 
which is laid in the grave, and that which is raiſed, 
but only a difference of qualities, as is between the 
feed, which is fown in the earth, and the plant, which 
 fprings from it, which two differ not in their ſpe · 
eifick nature, but in ſome circumſtances and acci- 
dents. That this is the apoſtle's meaning, is evident, 
. © when he ſays vit is ſcun in corruption, it is raiſed in 
ijncorruption; it is ſown in diſhonour, it is raiſed in 
glory; it is ſown in weakneſs, it is raiſed in power. 
The body of Chriſt * is compared to a grain of 
wheat, which is caſt into the earth, and dies, and 
then ſprings up, and brings forth fruit; and yet it 
was not a ſpiritual body, as to ſubſtance, but a body 
conſiſting of fleſh and bones, even the ſame he had 
before his death, and ſuch will the bodies of the 
ſaints be after the refurreAion. The apoſtle, indeed, 
ſays” that the body, which is ſown a natural body, 
will be raiſed a ſpiritual one; but by a ſpiritual

The teſurrection of Chriſt ſtands and falls with it .

The whole is connected 
with it; if there is no truth in this, there is none 
in that. As the doctrine of the reſurrection receives 
confirmation from the doctrines af perſorial elec· 
tion, the gift of the pefſons of the dec to Chriſt, 
the covenant of grace; redemption by Chriſt, union 
with him, and the ſanctification of the ſ irit, ſo theſe 
can have no ſubſiſtence without ſuppoſing that. If 
the dead riſe not, there can be no expectation of a 
future ſtate ; then they. alſo which are fallen aſleep 
are periſbed ; and ſo there is no difference between 
them, and the brutes; as the one dieib, ſo dieth the 
other. : and if this be the caſe, if in this life only ue 
baus hope in Chriſt, we are of ad men moſt miſerable (.

it the judgment cannot proceed; for how ſhould 
every one receive the things done in his body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad, if his 
body is not raiſed.

manner of licentiouſneſs. The oppoſers of this 


doctrine have been obſerved * in all ages, to be 


very bad livers; and indeed, it need not be won- 


| der'd at, it is a natural conſequence, if the-dead® riſe 


not, let us eat and drink; for to-morrow we die. On 


the other hand, where this doctrine is firmly believ- 


ed, and ſtrictly attended to, there will be a ſtudious 


concern to glorify God, by a becoming life and 
converſation. This may be obſerved in the experience 


and practice of the Apoſtle Paul which he delivers

Whatever is important, and of moment, muſt be | 


_ uſeful. This doctrine is of uſe, 

1. For inſtruction. It ſerves to enlarge our views 

of the divine perfections; as the immutability of 

God in his purpoſes; his faithfulneſs in his promiſes; 

his omniſcience, which extends to all creatures, and 

every thing that belongs to them; and his omni- 
nce, which nothing can withſtand. Thoſe who 


deny the reſurrection, muſt not only be ignorant of 
the ſcriptures, but of the power of God, as the 
ny 5 VVV Sad-

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dadductes were. This doctrine teaches us to think 
highly of Jeſus Chriſt, as God over all, bleſſed for 
ever, as poſſeſſed of all divine perfections ; ſince he 
is the reſurrection and the life, the firſt. fruits of 
them that ſlept; he is the efficient cauſe by whom, 
and the meritorious cauſe through whom, and the 
exemplar, according to whom, the reſurrection of 
the ſaints will be. The concern which the holy ſpirit 
has in our reſurrection may ſerve to endear him to 
us, and teach us not to grieve him, by whom we are 
| ſealed unto. the day of redemption, i. e. of our bodies 
from corruption and death; he not only ſanctifies 
our bodies, and dwells in them; but has the care of 
our duſt, and will quicken it at the laſt day. What 
an inſtruction is this doctrine to faith, and truſt in 
God, Father, Son, and Spirit? If God can and will 
raiſe the dead, what is it he cannot do? Faith ſhould 
not ſtagger at any thing which God has promiſed 
to perform, or be diſcouraged at any difficulties 
in its way, or any trials and afflictions it meets with. 
The conſideration. of this, that God quickens the 
dead *, quicken'd Abrabam's faith, ſo that he ſtag- 
ger d not at the promiſe, through unbelief; though 
there were difficulties attending it inſuperable to 
nature. And when the apoſtles had the ſentence 
of death in themſelves, they were directed not to 
truſt in themſelves, but in God, wwhich Yaiſeth” the 
dead, who, ſay they, deliver d us from ſo great a 
death, and doth deliver: in whom we truſt that be 
will yet deliver us. Moreover this doctrine may 
reach us, that all due, and proper care, ought to be 
taken of our bodies, both whilſt living, and when 
dead. All proper care ought to be taken of them 
whilſt living; though they are not to be pamper' d, 
they are not to be ſtarved : they are to be fed and

cloathed, according to the bleſſing of life, which 
God beſtows upon men, provided the bounds of 
moderation and decency be obſerved ; for to tranſ- 

greſs theſe by luxury, and intemperance, is not to 


uſe our bodies well, but to abuſe them: and when 
the body is dead, care ought to be taken, that it 
be decently interr*d, which may be confirmed by 
the examples of Abraham, Joſeph of Arimathea, and 
2. This doctrine is of uſe for conſolation. © The 
day of the reſurrection will be a.day of conſolation _ 
to the ſaints. Hence the Syriac verſion thus reads. 
thoſe words ® of Martha, I know that be ſhall riſe 
again, in the reſurrection at the laſt day, I know 
% that he ſhall riſe again, in the conſolation at the 
« laft day.” Then will be the conſummation of 
the ſaints joy and comfort, and a believing view of 
it now muſt be very delightful to them; as they 
are waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemption 
of the body, ſo they may lift up their heads with 
Joy, becauſe this their redemption draweth near. 
The conſideration of this doctrine mult be a great 
. ſupport to ſaints under trials and afflitions, under dif. 
es and diſtempers of body, in the views of death, 
and the ſeveral changes the body ſhall undergo after 
death; I ſay, it muſt be a very comfortable conſi- 
deration, that, in a little time, all theſe trials will be 
ended; there will be no more diſeaſes, nor death: 
and though the body, for a while, ſhall be the food 
of worms, and return to its original duſt, yet it ſhall 
be raiſed immortal and incorruptible, powerful and 
glorious; his mortal muſt. put on immortality, and 
this corruption muſt put on incorruption; and in our 
| fleſh ſhall we ſee God, and enjoy the company of 
angels and ſaints.- To conclude. This doctrine muſt _ 
be of great uſe to ſupport perſons, under the loſs of
